Sir Austen Chamberlain, speaking , at 
Rirmingham last Saturday, disclosed the 
principles of treaty revision which are 
embodied in the proposals which two days 
ago were communicated on behalf of the 
British Government to the Peking Govern- 
ment and to the Canton Government.

Law Courts (without the attendance of a 
British official) as competent Courts for | 
cases brought by British plaintiffs or.com- 
plainants. His Majesty’s.Government also 
state their readiness to apply in British 
Courts in China the existing modern 
civil and commercial codes arid 
duly enacted subordinate legislation. We 
will go further than this as soon as all 
the Chinese codes and judicial administra- 
tion are ready, 

As regards Chinese taxation, we are pre- 
pared to make British subjects liable to 
pay regular Chinese taxation not involving 
discrimination against British subjects: or 
goods. This would include taxation levied 
under a national tariff, as and when such 
law is promulgated’; and, so far as we 
alone can effect such an object, reméves 
the last obstacle to full tariff antonomy. 


THE CONCESSIONS. 

As regards Concession areas, we are pre- 
pared to enter into local arrangements 
according to the particular circumstances 
of each port, either for the amalgamation 
of the administration with that of adjacent 
arcas under Chinese control or for some 
other method of handing over the ad- 
ministration to the Chinese, while assuring 
to the British community some voice in. 
municipal matters.

The Customs-administration is one of 
the really important things in China, not 
only as regards the great mass of foreign 
and domestic debt, but in all its ramifi- 
cations relating to the conduct of foreign 
trade, the imposition of duties, preventive 
work, harbour ‘control’ and conservancy, 
and coast and river lighting. 

Its duties are performed with the utmost 
eficiency,: and to the: benefit of all con-

RUSSIA TO BE MILITARISED : 
COMMISSAR’S WARNING. 
From Revtrr’s CorresPonpent. 

RIGA, Saturday. 

Following the numerous recent speeches 
made by the Soviet leaders for the purpose 
of uniting all parties as well as preparing 
the country for increased military ex- 
penditure, on the ground that there is a 
danger of war, great publicity is now being 
given to the latest speech by M. Vori- 
shilov at the All-Russian Conference of 
Aviation and Chemistry Organisations. 

M. Vorishilov, enlarging on the alleged 
war danger threatening the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, stated that the 
international situation now necessitated 
militarising the whole of Soviet Russia, 
and, notwithstanding the certainty of an 
outcry by the neighbours of the Soviet 
Republics, it was imperative to take 
energetic military measures. 

Vorishilov said that “efter Bukharin’s 
speech he had received numerous inquiries 
as to whether, and when, there would be 
war, and, quoting Lenin, he had said that 
war for Russia was inevitable, although it 
was impossible to fix the time. 

Now the danger of war had assumed a 
mote concrete form. Many facts were to 
hand showing that “the British Im- 
perialists were, through the medium of 
Poland and the Baltic States, organising 
an attack,” for which it was necessary that 
Russia should prepare. | 

““We should be fools,” he added, “if 
we did not ‘take measures against sur- 
prise.” Vorishilov stated that the Soviet 
Army, numbering little more than half-a- 
million, was insufficient to defend the 
great military reserves for use at a given

LINER’S ANXIOUS TIME. . 

The Canadian steamer Lord Strathcona, 
which. was towed into Queenstown late ‘on 
Friday night, had an anxious time out- 
side Cork Harbour. The vessel arrived 
off the coast in the morning, but owing 
to the gale could not enter the harbour 
without assistance. It was decided to ride 
out the storm, and with this object she 
cast anchor several miles off. 

The storm was so violent that a second 
anchor had to be paid out, but all to no 
purpose, as the ship dragged her anchors 
and began to drift. Wireless messages 
which have picked up indicated the 
dangerous position of the Lord Strath- 
cona, and the tug Zwartezee, which was 
awaiting the necessary signals, en- 
deavoured to locate her. Rain, which 
was. falling in blinding sheets, acted like 
a fog, and aided the high seas in 
restricting the limit of vision. These 
factors necessitated the use of wireless 
direction finding to locate the Lord Strath- 
cona, and the vessel was brought safely 
into the harbour. 

The Lord Strathcona experienced boiler 
trouble when five hundred miles west of 
Queenstown, and, as she was unable to 
proceed westward on her voyage, she re- 
turned to Queenstown, where the neces- 
sary repairs are being effected. 


OTHER CASUALTIES. 

Another Candian steamer, the New- 
brundoc (2,000 gross tonnage), arrived at 
Queenstown yesterday morning with a. 
cargo of wheat from Halifax, Nova Scotia. 
She sustained damage to her steering gear 
during the gale, and will have repairs 
carried out locally before proceeding. 

The number of shipping casualties re- 
sulting from the storms of the past week is 
gradually increasing. Yesterday news was 
received that thé Notwegian steamer 
Sterviken (4,703 tons) had sustained’ 


damaged ‘steering gear and wireless, and ° 


has been drifting’ for seven days. She- 
has also sprung a leak in the after-hold, 
whichis now iull of water, and is stated 
to be threatened with a shortage of eoal. 
Efforts are being made to reach St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, and if this is impossible.

The Dutch steamer Walcheren (3,508 
tons) is also reported in distress about 
three hundred miles south-west of Queens- 
town.

A STAMP ISSUE. 

Herr Stingi, who at first was appointed 
to the Ministry of Posts, is also out. He 
has been replaced by Herr George 
Schaetzel, of the Bavarian People’s Party. 
Herr Stingi fell; even before he was in 
office, on the issue of postage stamps bear- 
ing the picture of Frederick the Great,

WASHINGTON, Saturday. 

Addressing the half-yearly business 
meeting of the Government, President 
Coolidge’ assured the nation that he was 
‘giving adequate thought to the matter of 
military preparedness... At the same time 
he uttered a warning against militaristic 
gestures, or acts likely to lead to competi- 
tion in armaments. | 

The President did not specifically refer 
to the struggles in Congress to over-ride 
his stand against the immediate construc- 
tion of three new cruisers, nor to the pro- 
posal. to increase the size of the army; 
but he did say that, as head of the army 
and navy, he was aware of his responsi- 
bility in that direction. 

‘As a nation,” the President declared, 
““we are advocates of peace. Not only 
should we refrain from acts which might 
be ‘construed as calling for competition in 
armaments, but rather should we bend our 
every effort to eliminate for ever any such 
competition. 

“We cannot, and should not, divorce 
our own interests in this direction from 
the interests of all the nations. Surely 
the best interests of all are found in 
directing to channels of public welfare the 
moneys which would otherwise be spent 
without productive results.”

‘The Inter-Allied Military Committee, 
the advisory body attached to the Confer-

The question relates to the new works 
constructed in connection with the East 
Prussian fortifications since 1920, when 
the Inter-Allied Military, Commission of 
Control made a report on the works then 
existing. If a settlement is reached it 
will be an eleventh hour decision. To- 
morrow, January 3lst, is the last day on 
which the Conference of Ambassadors will 
be competent to deal with the matter. 
The Ambassadors will meet to-morrow to 
consider the position in regard. to this 
question, and also to decide: whether the 
provisional agreement reached by the 
Allies and German experts in Berlin on 
the question of the German trade in war 
material can be accepted as a satisfactory 
solution, The settlement of both these 
questions will mean that Germany has 
completed the programme of ‘measures 
of disarmament drawn up by the Con- 
ference of Ambassddors. If either: ques- 
tion remains unsettled by midnight to- 
morrow, it will have to be referred, in 
accordance with the Geneva agreement of 
December 12th to the Council of the 
League of Nations. 

In any event, the Inter-Allied Commis- 
sion of Control will be withdrawn from 
Berlin to-morrow, and the system will 
come into force by which the League 
Council may order occasional investiga— 
tions into German armaments, but only on 
the receipt of specific complaints.

ADVERSE BALANCE 
INCREASED.

EXCESS OF IMPORTS 
OVER: EXPORTS, 


The special statistical return of the Irish 
Free State's trading year which ended last 
month, shows that since December, 1925, 
an adverse balance has increased by 
£29,000 to £18,201,000, at which the latest 
return places it. 

A feature of the current figures is the 
substantial decline in the value of our im- 
ports from Great Britain, a decline 
amounting in round figures to £4,000,000. 

On the other side of the account is the 


fact that our exports to Great Britain 


show a decrease of £1,000,000. 

The figures in regard to trade with 
Northern Ireland tell a similar story, They 
show a decreasé in the value of our im- 
ports and a corresponding fall in exports. 
Our imports from the North have fallen by 
£489,000, while our exports to the North 
represent a diminished value of £787,000. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 

As against these figures it is interesting 
to note that while the Free State imports 
from Germany, Finland, Poland and the 
United States of America show a marked 
increase, one looks in vain for evidence of 
any compensating growth in money value 
of our. exports to these foreign countries. 
Indeed, a great part of the loss.on our 
year’s ‘trading is explained by the one- 
sided nature of our dealings with them. 
Grouping all our foreign “customers ” 
together, one finds that we increased the 
value of our imports from these by roughly 
£35,000,000, a compliment for which tho 
return in increased value from exports was 
but £140,000. 

From the United States alone we im- 
ported a million pounds’ worth more than 
in 1925, while our exports increased by 
only about £4,000. = interesting is 
the case of Germany. The amount of our 
imports from Germany in 1925 was 
£880,000. For the trading year just ended 
it is £2,288, 488, while the value of our ex- 
ports to the Fatherland for 1926 increased 
by £124,000. 

Our imports from Poland (including 
Danzig) exceeded the 1925 figure by over 
£90,000, and our exports to Poland were 
nil. ‘The like occurs in the case of 
Algeria, which sold us £53,965 worth of 
goods and bought not even a_ postage 
stamp. Our imports from Rumania we 
succeeded in reducing by £21,000, but this 
does not make more palatable the fact 
that, having sold us goods to the value of 
£178,951, the hardy citizens of Rumania 
bought not a halfpenny worth in exchange. 
The volume of our trade with Czecho- 
Slovakia offers no very pleasing picture. 
From £256,517 that country imcreased its 
exports to the Free State to £305,945 in 
1926, and it took from the Free State in 
‘return goods to the value of £52. Cases 
in which the value of our imports has 
increased and that of our exports has 
diminshed are France, Argentina, Italy 
and Finland. 


THE LAST MONTH. 

Statistics for the single month of 
December—the last of the trading year— 
are also supplied in the departmental 
return. The loss on the month’s trade 
was £1,722,000, or £324,000 more than on 
that for December of the previous year. 
Imports increased from £5,015,000 to 
£5,413,000, while exports increased by 
only £74,000. The imports of barley for 
the month fell from £74473 to £15 
(fifteen), while our exports of barley in- 
creased from £35,000 to £50,000. 

Bacon imports show an increase of 
£2,000 on the 1925 (December) figure, 
while bacon exports show a decrease of 
£86,000. Our exports of fresh pork, how- 
ever, show an increase of £49,000, and 
exports of butter an increase of £26,000. 
Porter, beer and ale exports for the month 
under review show a falling off of over 
£83,000, while exports of spirits have 
decreased by £2,000 compared with the 
1925 (December) figure. 

Mr. -Hogan’s advice to the farmers to 
breed more pigs seems to have been acted 
on, since exports in this line show an 
increase on the 1925 figure of £144,000. 
With exports of cattle, on the other hand, 
a comparative decrease has to be recorded 
of £56,000; imports of cattle increased 
from the 1925 figure of £8,864 to the 1926 
(December) figure of £12,082. Exports of 
horses, it is consoling to know, make some 
amends for the slump.in the cattle trade ; 
they show an increase of over £73,000.

Mrs. Hower at once signed a cheque for this 
amount, which she. begged the official to 
accept for the repair of the steps.
